The stipulation that the 
farmer’s wife must need to .serve at 
bast twelve extra meals means that 
if, s e hps six men. for two meals in 
one day she may obtain additional ra¬ 
tions for them. She has served twelve 
extra, jneals. This clarifying of the 
egu'at o .s has 'oeen kindly forward¬ 
ed to The Times on re<|uest by Ruth 
I'.owen, field representative of th«.

Order \f). 214 of the Canadian War Orders and Regulations states 
in part: 

1. Every producer of dairy butter shall register with the 
Board by forwarding to its local ration board in his district, hia 
name ami addiTss in a statement to the effect that he makes butter. 

2. No producer of dairy butter shall sell or offer to sell any 
butter unl(>s.s he has registered with the board. 

:i. Every producer 'at dairy liutter shall at the end of each 
month forward to the local ration board all butter coupons, etc., 
reprcsenling the butter delivered by such producer to any other 
person. ' 

4. If making bgtter for your own us 6 coupons to the amount 
us-ed must be surrendered to the Local Ration Board. 

L • E' cry producer must register even if the butter made is 
to lie u.sed entirely by the producer. < ^
